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S there is no great action, ich e to the 1 ** 1 


publique good, but it requireth certaine degrees of timely pꝛoteeding, 
and neuerthelelle meeteth with diners impediments ; ſome by accident, 
and ſome by pzactiſe : So is there nothing that doeth moze adoꝛne the 
true Maieſtie and greatneſſe of Soueraigne Pꝛintes, then to be con- 
ſtant in their wel grounded Reſolutions, and by their politie and law⸗ 
full power, to ſcatter and beat downe all difficulties, and vndue oppoſi- 
tions, vntil they haue conducted their Actions to a good and happy end: 
Wee therekoꝛe, hauing pꝛopounded vnto Our ſelues ; as a pꝛintipall woꝛke of Our times, to 02- 

dem ans pzontde, that the great tommoditie of Bꝛoad cloth, being one of the pꝛincipall Dowaics 
of Our Bingdome, map receiue the due Manufactures of Dyingand Dꝛelling within the Kealme, 
did to that end publiſh Our RoyallYeoclamation, dated the thꝛee and twentieth day of luly laſt, 
pꝛohibiting and oꝛdepuing, That no Bꝛoad cloth, of what ſoꝛt ſoeuer, made Here within this Our 
Kingdomeof #22141, ſhould be Expoꝛted Undied and Undeeſt, after the ſetond dap of Novenbe 
next enluing the date of Our laid Pꝛoclamation: Which time was giuen, alwell foz the Merchant 
Aduenturers, to vent their Whites, which might be vpon their hands, as foꝛ the pzeparing of di- 
uers things, neceſſary to the letling ofthe new Trade of Died and dꝛeſſed Clothes, And We did 
further by Our ſaid Pꝛoclamation pꝛomile in che Word of a King to all Our louing Subiects, that 
ſhould vndertake to Expoꝛt the laid Bꝛoad. clothes in their true Manufactures, that neither the 
Charter of the Merchant Aduenturers, noꝛ any other Liccnces oz Dilpenſations by Non obſtautes, 
tontraryto Our Lawes,heretofoze granted by Us, oꝛ any Our Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, ſhould be any maner 
of pꝛeiudice, impeachment, diſturbance, oꝛ interruption to ſuch, as ſhould after the time afoꝛelaid 
vent the laid Clothes Died and Dꝛelled, accoꝛding to Our ſaid Royall Oꝛdinante andconſtitution; - 
but ſhould be from the ſaid ſecond day of Nouember,declared to be annthilated, t made void to all in 
tents and purpoſes. At which time of the publiſhing of Our ſaid Pꝛoclamation, We did expect that 
thelald Charter of the Merchant Aduenturers ſhould, befoze the ſaid ſecond day of Nouember , haue 
benein due foꝛme of Law ſurcend:ed; But after finding the laid Company of Merchant Aducntu- 
rersto mike difficulty concerning the Surrender ok their Patent; we haue bene enfozced though

of their ſaid Patent: as allo to licenſe diners of Our louing Subiects, that haue very Wozthily, 
and with great alacrity, vndertaken to ſet vp and manage the laid Trade of Dped and Dreſſed 
Clothes, to exp oꝛt alſo Whites in the meane while, vntill ſuch time as the laid Patent of the Mer⸗ 
chant Aduenturers ſhall be by iudgement euitted, and ſome reſpite of time afterwards, leſt there 
might haue eulued ſome ſtand of the vent of Cloth bekoꝛe the new Trade were letled: But foꝛ as 
much as the courſe of a iudiciall pzoceeding, though in a Cale neuer lo cleare #plaine,muſtHaue due 
foꝛmes * times obſerued attoꝛding to the rules of Law, #fo2 that time in this tale is exceeding pꝛe⸗ 


tious, and that it is not poſſible foꝛ the new intended Company, to goe on with that confidence and 


incouragement that in ſo great a buſineſſe were fit, as long as the Charter ofthe Merchant. Aduen⸗ 


tucers is put in vre, and pꝛactile: 

Therekoꝛe to remoue and dilcharge all diſcouragements and impediments: Wee doe by thele 
pꝛelents pꝛohibite, foꝛbid, conſtitute and oꝛdeine, That from hentekoꝛth the Charter of the ſaid Mer⸗ 
chant aduenturcrs, and all powers, Lycences, authozities, pꝛiuiledges, foꝛmes of geuerncinent 
contained inthe lame, oꝛ otherwiſe all vlages, holding of Courts, meetings, aſſemblies, and all o⸗ 
ther pꝛoteedings, by colour oz vertue thereof, together with all the dependances, be not from hence- 
fooꝛth put in any manner ofpꝛactiſe oꝛ execution, either in the parts beyond the Seas, oꝛ here with- 
in Our Kingdome, And to that end, Wee doe not onelynotifieand publiſh this Pur Royall pꝛo⸗ 
hibition and o2dinance,aſwellto all Foꝛreiners, as to all Our louing Subiects, to whom it map ap- 
pertaine: But doe furthermoze ſtraitly and expꝛeſly charge and tommaund, alwel the Gouernour, 
Deputie, oꝛ Deputies , and Alliſtants of the laid Company of the Merchant Aduentu⸗ 
rers, as the whole bodie of them, and alſo euer of them in particuler, and all their Factoꝛs, Ser- 
uants and Miniſters,alwell beyond the Seas, as on this ſide, within Our Kingdome and Domi⸗ 
ons; That from this time foꝛwards, they doe in no Wile pꝛelume, directly oꝛ indirectly, to doe, 
perfonme, oꝛ exetute any Trade, Tralfique, oꝛ Marchandtzing, into, oꝛ from any the Countrpes, o: 
places where the ſaid Merchant Aduenturers, are, oꝛ haue beene pꝛiuiledged, oꝛ any point oꝛ thing 
whatſocuer, by vertne oz colour of thetr laid Charter, oꝛ by vertue of any foꝛmer treatie oz treaties, 
betwirt any Dur noble Pꝛogenitoꝛs, oꝛ P2edeceſſo2s,and any Pꝛince oꝛ Potentate, Citie oz politique 
Gouernment, oꝛ foꝛmer vlages, vpon paine of Our High indignation impꝛiſonment, and other pu⸗ 
niſhment, which by Our Lawes oꝛ Pꝛerogatiue Royall , may bee inflicted vpon them: Letting 
them know, that we ſhall pzoccede againſt euery ſuch offender, as a contemner of Our Royall 
Commandement, and a diſturber ofſo excellent a wozke, wherein We haue ſo farre declared Pur 


ſelues foꝛ the Uniuerſall ugeale,andcomfo2t of Dur people. 
Pꝛouided neuertheleſſe, that where Our Treaſurer ok England hath directed his Letters to 


the Officers of Our Cuſtome houle, and Poꝛts, giuing libertie ofimpoꝛtation, onely vntill the laſt 
ofthis pꝛelent Moneth ol December: That theſe pꝛelents ſhall not any way tountermaund the ſaid 
limitation of time ſo pꝛefixed, ⁊ no longer: Wut that the laid Merchant Aduenturers, may during 
that time impoꝛte accoꝛdingly; any thing befoze in thele pꝛelents, to the contrary notwithſtanding,
